Kh'cr Regulation Bill JTow Pending- 


Would Put an End to Exces- 


sive Damage. 


Chicago, April 10th—Annual and 


semi-annual repetitions .of floods such 
as are devastating the Mississippi, Ohio 
and Missouri valleys, causing the loss 
of many lives and damage to property 
that will probably total more than 
fifty million dollars, would bo pre- 
vented 
by the passagu of Senator 


Francis Newlands' "Rivei: ItesTwlation" 
bill now pending in Congress. This 
is the statement of Frank B. ICnighL, 
co-nsultlng1 engineer, of Chicago, mem- 
ber for Illinois of. the executive com- 
mittee of the 
National 
Drainage 


Congress. 
Before leaving for New 


Orleans to attend the second meeting 
Mr. Knight declared that the United 
States Government will be in the po- 
sition of neglecting a plain duty until 
it protects Us citeena from svicVx de- 
structive internal foes as floods nnd 
the disease that results from them.

"The Newlands Bill 
, would, place 


the task of regulating,, the., navigable 
of a unified, comprehensive system-— 
In the hands of a commission. . It 
provides for the storage of the flood 
waters in natural and artificial reser- 
voirs, to hold them back until times 
of drought when they can be let loose 
at a proper depth. Tlie reforestation 
of the watersheds is only one of the 
methods contemplated by the bill for 
checking the floods. Others aro the 
where these are possible and prac- 
liable, and the .full utilization of nat- 
ural reservoirs. "It provides for carry- 
Ing the surplus waters out over tho 
arid and semi-arid districts, in ir- 
rigation operations, to let 
it 
seep 


back gradually through the soil.

provides for the digging of drainage 
channels 
to 
cary off tjhe .^surplus 


waters from the lower reaches of the 
river, to help the navigable chan- 
nels at a standard depth and prevent
